A, SBhe had long sall to me,
“Whenever | am confined I hope you will allow me
to be attended by Dr, Priestiey, and that the
eonfinement shail take place in London;” arrange-
menta were made in abundant time, in accord-
ance with that wish ; a house was taken in London,
but it happened that she was promaturely con-
fined, and consequently the arrangement was not
carried ont.

¥ lymi our wife ask yon any questions about it ?
A. Bhe u{ed me whether I had the birth Inserted
in the papers; 1said 1 had inserted it in the Morning
Post and the Tmes, and she auggested that | shonld
have it inserted in the other pupers; she asked me
whether 1 put the word ‘prematurely” in the notice,
and 1 eald rhad done s0; she aflerwards spoke to
me aboat the name of the child, and proposed that
the second name ghould be the name of my mother,

There had been nothing to lead you to sappose
that there had been anything wrong in any way?
A. Nothing, until & day or two after her ne-
ment, when she sald, “Charlle, I have decelved you
—you are not the father of that child.”

Q. Did you at the time give bellef to that obserya-
ton? A No:lthought it an observation made in
©o uence of seme illness ariging out of her con-
finement ; she repeated the same statement on sub-
gequent occaslons, although perhaps not quite In
the same words.

Was there anything to Indicate that her mind
was wandering ot that time ? AL I could see no
thing.

Examination continued—I saw her on the wemn%
of the 6th of March: she looked distressed; I aske
her, as I did on several occasions, what caused her
distress, bat 1 did not receive any definlte answer; 1
gaw her again in her room on the 8th of March,when
her nurse, Mrs, Hancock, was with her; shie sent for
me on that occasion, and when I came she cried ; shie
began to speak and then burst Into tears,

. Tell us what she sald? A, Bhe first sald
«Charlie, you are not the father of that child; Lord
Cole I8 the rather of the child;" it was about a quar-
ter of an hiour before she spoke again ; She then Aald,
“Cnarlle, 1 haye been very wicked; I have done
very wrong:' 1 said, *“With whom?" and she
angwered, “With Lord Cole, Sir Frederick John-
stone, the Prince of Weales, and others, often and in
the open day.” (Sensation in Court.)

Q. Yon have sald that you did not credit what she
gald on the subject on former oscaslons; was there
anything on this occaslon to indicate that she was
ander any delusion ? A. No; she spoke with the
decpest distress, and 1 think with remorse.

Q. Did you make any reply ? A. I made no
mp.’llow was it you made no reply ? Did you
belleve the statement ¢ A. I cannot say that 1 en-
tirely believed the sthtement at that time; I had
suspicions.

IS 1T WAR!?

Extranordinary Misslon of Porter to Haytl-
~HSaget Notlffed that Ald Given to Cabral will
be Connldered bythe United Stntes n Declarn.
tlen of War.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Feb, 18, —Rear-Admiral Porter,
commanding the Unitod States North Atiantio fleet,
arrived here on the #th, on the fiagship Bevern,
accompanied by the iron-c'ad Dictator. He at

once sought and obtalned an interview with
the Provisionnl Government of Haytl 1u
& few blunt words, e gave Its membars to ander-

ftand that he was Instructed by the Governmeont of
the Unitedd States 10 say that negotiations were
pending between the Awmerivan and Dominican re-
publics; that his government had good reason tu
suppose, since the fall of Saloave, that the actunl
guthorities were not at  all favorabie to the

policy of annexing or céding any portion
of this wand tw  the Unled States; that
it presumed the Provisiouaul Government ol
Hayti wonld be disposed to ald Cabral by

sending him arms, ammuanition, and money to fight
agningt Baey, and prevent the consummation of the
negotiantions the United Stutes are now carrying on
with the latter chieftain; that he had been sent there
to sy any add given to Cabral would be considered
as an act of hostility towards the United States,
and would provoke hostilities in retorm; that the
United States Government wad determined to nse
ali its power to prevent any aid belng given to Ca.
bral, and he had been sent to these waters with
sufliclent force to carry this de‘ermination into exe-
cution; and that he would carry out his Instructions,
whoether this succor wus carried to Cabral nnder tho
Haytien or any other fag.

1'his menace has given great offense to the Hay-
tiens, especinlly as the United States hag no tangl-
ble evidence that any ald whatever had been or will
be gent under the Haytlen fag to Cabral; whereas,
it has evidence thal a vossel bearing he Eoglish fag
hada left Kingston, Jamaica, with arms and ammuni-
tion for Cabral,

Rumor says the Haytien Consul at Kingston was
interested o that vesgel, but this was not proven.
1t is clear, however, that the British authorities at
Jumaica have allowed a vessel to clear from thelr
Custom House with arms for Cabral. It I8 therefore
asked her, *Why this hit at John Bull over the
shioulders of Hayti ¢
